the declaration of war. A funeral 
world strike would be called if all 
other1 methods fail. 
"Comrades," the statement con- 


cludes, "in -1914 our

was too weak to resist war. It is 
now strong, having 27,000,000 mem- 
bers, but its strength rather lies in 
the spirit which animates it. This 
organization in its own hands has 
the power to save the world from a 
repetition of the cruelty which lies 
behind it.

Premier Giolitti, the dispatch says, 


Is in full agreement with President 
Wilson as to the maintenance of 
Pclish independence, bnt has given 
Italian socialists a pledge that he 
will grant recognition to the soviet 
government. There is reason to be- 
hove, the dispatch adds, that Mr. 
Lloyd George approves the Italian 
position as to the expediency of ex- 
tending such recognition as soon as 
a peace is concluded between Poland 
and Russia. 
"The Italian point of view," it con- 


cludes, "is that the soviet govern- 
ment cannot continue to exist fol- 
lowing the restoration of peaceful 
conditions in Bussia."

Capitulations will be abolished. • 
Great. Britain declared a protec- 


torate over Egypt on Dec. 18, 1914, 
soon after Turkey became involved 
in the war on the side of Germany.

PPARENTLY we arc slowly emerging from the period 
where it is necessary to be FOR WAR to be a "good Ameri- 


can" and a "respectable citizen." The grip of the white terror 
has been lessened in this country to an extent where a man can 
be AGAINST WAR without standing a chance of being torn to 
pieces under the ferocious standards of "patriotism" established 
by such organization as the Security League, The American De- 
fense society, the United Americans and kindred other Wall 
street organizations.

Never more" would there be a war if the statesmen who plan and invoke 
wars were retraced to take their places in the trenches

Men who light and kill to settle their private quarrels are placed in 


|ail. 
They are 'criminals. Men who fight and kill to settle the quarrels 


and back up the bluffs of diplomats are heroes. 


There is very little honc-st thinking in the world, but there M hope 


of a better day in the fact that cannon fodder has grown tired of doing 
murder to please .statesmen bent on conquest. 


. Scores of papers were put out of business in this country 


by voting the very sentiments which The Sun utters in this edi- 
torial. The Sun, however, will have the benefit of extenuating 
circumstances because of its past good behavior and the war 
lords may overlook this infraction. 


And yet, The Sun voices exactly the sentiment that has been 


In the hearts of millions of American people for months but 
which has not been given expression because one might lose 
one's RESPECTABILITY and STANDING IN THE .COMMUN- 
ITY by being AGAINST WAR. 


Slowly but surely the tinsel and dress are being stripped 


from war and people are beginning to see it for what it really 
is. They are beginning to see how the common people of the 
world are set at each others throats by the engineering of hat- 
reds, the play on nationality and the capitalization of human 
passions by the rulers. 


Tremendous world forces are at work today that will put 


an end to war. And yet how little our capitalistic newspapers 
have to say about these revolutionary changes. 


Our newspapers continue to talk about an imperialistic 


leagrze that has FAILED to function and yet they ignore the new 
league that will drive imperialistic wars forever from the face 
of the earth.
